1. 1 have the honor to trans- 
mit the cr)py of a correspondence 
which has passed between the Gov- 
ernment. tin' Actin.tr Attorney Gen- 
eralj ami the Postmaster of this 
Colony, which explains itself. ^ 

2. The extraordinary and anoma- 
lous condition of the Postal Estab 
lisliment of A'anconver Island, com- 
pels me to trouble you wdth this 
matter, inasmuch as at present there 
is no legal guarantee for the safe 
receipt or transmission of the public 
correspondence. 

3. You Avill observe that I do not 
make this reference without liaving 
lifst adopted the only course open to* 
me for the correction of so serious 
an evil. 

* * * * * * * 

5. To remedy this state of things, 
I had the Postal Bill, of wliich I en- 
close. a cop 3 % drafted by the Acting 
Attorney General, and introduced 
into the Legislative Council, which 
it passed, and was sent in the usual 
course to the Legislative Assembly, 
where it was thrown out, without 
even the form of discussion, and I 
see no reason to anticipate that the 


Assembly will take any step to place 
the Department on a sound or legal 
footing. 

* * * * * * * 

0. A^ou wdll observe from tlie letter 
of Mr. Wootton, the ])resent irarbmir 
blaster, that ho is conducting the 
Postal Department without any Hides 
or Regulations, and never received 
any but verbal instructions, and that 
lie knows ot no authority by wdiicli 
the (linercrit rates of postage are 
fixed and levied. 

7. You will also learn from the 
concluding portion of the Acting 
Attorney Generabs letter, (of May 
31, 18f5), tlnit he is ‘‘at a loss to 
know by wdiat lawful authorit}" the 
existing postal service'^ (in this Co- 
lony), ** has been established.” 

8. It thus ^appears that Mr. 
Wootton, the present acting Post- 
master, was appointed in 18GL with- 
out written Regulations, and without 
other than verbal instructions of the 
Colonial Secretary, the nature of 
wdiich, in his absence, I cannot know, 
and for the issuing of which there 
does not appear to be any legal 
authority. 

9. It further appears that the 
Acting Postmaster at present is 
under no legal control, and that the 
Governor has no legal warrant for 
reforming an ill managed Depart- 
ment, by issuing Rules and Regula- 
tions, by fixing rates of postage, and 
having the proceeds duly accounted 
for. 

* * ♦ * * * * 

11. I would, under ordinaiy cir- 
cumstances, deem it my duty to 
apply some temporary remedy, tut 
it would be hardly convenient to do 
so immediately alter the Legislative 
Assembly having refused to enter- 
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tain the subject by throwing out il. 
carefully considered Postal Bill, 
which had passed the other Branch 
of the Legislature, without reason 
assigned, or attempt to amend it. 

12. I enclose extracts from two 
local newspapers of the 27th May. 
containing the only information I 
have received, or can offer, on the 
course adopted by the Legislative 
Assembly.

In answer to your communi- 
cation of the 30th instant, requesting 
me to inform His Excellency 

1. “ Generally as to the Postal 
Laws of the Colony, and” 

2. “ To refer His Excellency to 
any authority or Law at present 
governing the Postal Department 
of Vancouver Island,” 

I have the honor to state as fol- 
lows : 

1. Generally as to Postal Laws of 
this Colony, it is I think clear that 
until some Postal Law be passed in 
this Colony, the Postmaster General 
in England has the power to estab- 
lish Posts, and the Commissioners of 
Her Majesty’s Treasury the right to 


fix the rates of Postage within this 
Colony, 

2, As to any authority or Laws at 
present governing the Postal Service 
in Vancouver Island, I can only say 
that although the authority seems to 
exist in the Postmaster General at, 
home to regulate the,. service, and in 
the Lords of the Treasury to regu- 
late the rates of Postage, such pow- 
ers have not, to my knowledge, been 
ever exercised, and I am at a loss to 
know by what lawful authority the 
existing Postal Service has been es- 
tablished.

It having been decided by 
the Governor, that the Post Office in 
this Colony shall be abolished as a 
separate establishment, and that the 
duties shall be conducted by the 
Harbour Master, in conjunction with 
those already assigned to him, I 
have to communicate the same to 
you, for your information and guid- 
ance. 


2. The present officiating Post- 
master, Mr. Buckley, who was 
placed in mere temporary charge of 
the Establishment during the ab- 
sence on leave of the late Postmaster 
Mr. D’Ewes, has been accordingly 
directed to transier to you the 
charge of the entire establishment, 
and you will make such arrange- 
ments for carrying on the current 
business of the Department, until it 
can be transferred to the Harbour 
Master^s Office, and combined tliere- 
with, as shall seem to you expedient 
and proper, seeking instructions 
from this office in any case of doubt 
or difficulty. 

' 3. As you are aware, arrangements 
are in progress to combine the Har- 
bour Master^s Office and the Post 
Office in one, and so soon as the ne- 
cessary alterations and fittings have 
been made in the building in Wharf 
street, you will transfer the Post 
Office Department to it, taking care 
that the transfer be made after the 
departure of the next European 
Mail, and on such day as to cause 
the least amount of inconvenience to 
the public.

The Postmaster General has 
lind under consideration your letter 
of the 17th August last, transmitting 
copy of a Despatch from the Gov- 
ernor of Vancouver Island, respect- 
ing the deficiency of any Postal Re- 
gulations in that Island. 

The Bill drafted by Ilis Excellen- 
cy's directions, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral desires me to state, would, if it 
had become law. have placed the 
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Post Office Department iu the Co- 
lony upon a proper footing. As it 
was rejected, and as the Governor 
states that he has no reason to ex- 
pect that the Assembly will take 
steps for remedying the evil, His 
Lordship does not see that he can 
offer any suggestions which will be 
be of service to the Governor in this 
emergency. He thinks it may be 
well, however, to furnish His Excel- 
lency with a copy of the Rules issued 
to Postmasters in the United King- 
dom, and a book of such Rules is 
therefore sent herewith for trans- 
mission to the Governor.

deficiency of any postal regulations 
in the Island, h'guther with copies 
of a correspondence between chis 
Department and ilie General Post 
Office, to which this Despatch gave 
rise. 

I am to request that "'their Lord- 
ships will ini’orm Mr, Cardwell 
whether, under the circumstances 
disclosed in these letters, they would 
feel justified, on the request of the 
Colonial Government, 3 in fixing a 
rate of Postage on Letters posted in 
Vancouver Island, whatever may be 
their destination, under the 8rd Sec- 
tion of the Colonial Postage Act, 7 
and 8 Victoria, cap. 49. 

It appears to Mr. Cardwell that 
unless either their Lordships would 
consent to issue a warrant for this 
purpose, or th6 Legislature would 
consent to pass a law with the same 
view, on the probability of which it 
Would be difficult to hazard a pre- 
diction, the local Government may 
find it difficnlt to conduct the duties 
of the Post Office legally.
